The Treaty ol Wasbiogton* 

It is impOHfiible to peruse tbo Cana 
dian exchanges received by tbe last 
mail without arriving ui tho 
conclus'on that, there i^, tonnmo exleui, 
a reaction iu publio sentiment regarding 
tho fishery pruvisions of the Treaty i;l 
Wapbington, — tbat caloi Becond-tboogbt

Now 
it has many ; and wbunilis openly an- 
nounoed that ibe Provmuiul Govommen! 
of Nova Sonia deolintK lo act, iu oon- 
janction with iliai of x.ovv liruimwicli in 
opposition to ibuTiOiity. we arc It-i; to 
cODOlude .hai calm reason und second 
IhODght at-i gradually doing thoir .vork, 
and tbat it Im by uo means impossible 
Parliament may yet saooiion u measure 
■which, at tho first blOfh, taised tbe 
populur niiiid lo tnrgo and boil over 
with indignutian. Tlie pi:uplo ol thu e

Lookin'i »t ibe quiBlion aa pLCulmriy 
an Atluiiiio one, ouu wliicli could only ir;di-
